Prepare Beach For Bristol Township 


Apparatus from eight fire companies worked nine 
hours this week to lower the level of one of the 
Langenfelder Lakes by three feet. Township em­ 


ployees are now working on the lake area to prepare 
it for a municipal beach. 


Initial Work On Township 
Beach Is Started At Lake 


Prelim inary work for the instal­ 
lation of a 750-foot long beach at 
Langenfelder Lake is underway 
by Bristol Township employes. 
Before the summer is over, the 
Bristol 
Township 
Recreation 
Board hopes to have much of the 
work done on its $20,000 plans for 
turning the lake into a township 
recreation center. 
The park site is located along 
the Bristol—Oxford Valley Road, 
at Magnolia Road. 
Elbert Kohli, township recrea­ 
tion commissioner, explains that 
the 47 acre Langenfelder tract has 
two lakes. One will be converted 
into a swimming area and the 
other is to be stocked with fish. 
The first step in creating the 


new park facilities was taken this!floats stationed 
at the 100-foot 
week when apparatus from eight 
area fire companies pumped an 
estimated 1,500,000 gallons of wa­ 
ter out of the smaller lake into a 
group of nearby finger lakes that 
flow into Silver Lake. 
The fire companies lowered the 
level of the lake three feet. Since 
then, three township pumps have 
shaved another three feet off the 
depth of the lake. 
Township employes, using rent­ 
ed equipment, are now filling in 
the area with dirt in preparation 
for the installation of the 750-foot 
long, 200-foot wide bathing beach 
From the water line out, the 
beach will slope three feet for a 
distance of 110 feet.

Joins Federal 


Road System 


WASHINGTON (U P )-T he gov­ 
ernm ent today brought 2,100 miles 
of toll superhighways in 15 states 
into the federal interstate high­ 
way system. 
Congress now must d e c i d e 
whether the federal government 
should buy the roads and make 
them toll-free or let the states 
maintain them and continue to 
collect tolls. The federal govern­ 
ment is barred from maintaining 
toll highways 
The action by the Bureau of 
Public Roads was made on rec­ 
ommendations of the various state 
highway commissions. It brought 
parts of such famous superhigh­ 
ways as the Pennsylvania Turn­ 
pike and the New York Thruway 
into the 41,000-mile defense-linked 
federal highway system. 
There were some notable omis­ 
sions. The West Virginia Turnpike 
was left out altogether. So was 
the northeast extension of the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike and most j 
of the New Jersey Turnpike. 
The bureau said these famous j 
toll roads were omitted because 
they “did not lie among general 
location lines of the interstate sys­ 
tem .”

WASHINGTON (U P )-The Sen- 
ate Rackets Committee said today 
two of Jam es R. Hoffa’s Team ­ 
ster Union locals paid $150,000 for 
the country estate of Capone mob* 
ster Paul (the Waiter) Ricca, 
Hoffa, accused of being an ally 
of the New York underworld, told 
the commitee he never m et the 
Chicago hoodlum and could find no 
trace of his name in the deal for 
the mansion. 
Committee Counsel Robert F. 
Kennedy said one of the union 
checks for the property bore the 
endorsement of Paul de Lucia. He 
said this is another name for 
Ricca. 
“ I say we did not purchase from 
Paul Ricca,” Hoffa snapped. 
The fast-talking Hoffa, probably 
next president of the Teamsters 
Union and presently its Midwest 
boss, said the estate near Chicago 
was bought by the union as a 
school in which to teach union of­ 
ficials how to handle welfare and 
pension funds. Hoffa said the tes­ 
tate was bought by Local 337 and 
his home Local 299, in Detroit, and 
turned over to the union's Joint 
Council 43. 
He said after the purchase was 
first publicized, he had the ab­ 
stract company check the records 
and could not find Ricca's name. 
He said he did not know Ricca 
and De Lucia were the same—or 
why someone named DeLucia got 
the union's check. He said the 
property was purchased from a 
trust company. 
This was Hoffa’s second day on 
the witness stand. The committee 
went over his personal finances 
Tuesday and brought out that he 
had borrowed about $120,000 from 
his Local 299 in Detroit, other 
Teamster officials and business­ 
men having dealings with the lo­ 
cal. Most of the loans were ob­ 
tained without paying interest, 
signing notes or putting up col­ 
lateral. He still owes “ around 
about $70,000” of this, he said. 
In 15 days of public hearings 
the committee built up a pain­

union, had Teamster headquarters 
set up seven phony, memberless 
locals in the Teamsters Union 
which voted for his candidate, 
John O’Rourke, for president of 
potent Joint Council 16 last year in 
New York.
